FEROCIOUS SOVIET 
CAMPAIGN. 


DRAGGING GRAIN FROM 
THE PEASANTS. 


From “Tue TIMES ” CORRESPONDENT. 


RIGA, Sunday. 

In connection with its new campaign 
against grain ‘‘ wreckers,”’ the Soviet Go- 
vernment has altered the criminal procedure 
code. Hitherto provincial courts were re- 
quired immediately after passing death sen- 
tences to inform the Supreme Court in Mos- 
cow by telegraph, giving full particulars and 
staying execution for 72 hours to give the 
Supreme Court an opportunity to quash sen- 
tences. 

Now, all local courts have been instructed 
to dispense with this formality, because ' At 
is useless, involves wasteful expenditure, and 
overburdens the telegraph system.’’ To stress 
this decision the Presidium of the Supreme 
Court of the R.S.F.S.R. has informed every 
judge that henceforth the Supreme Court 
will make him personally defray the tele- 
graph costs if he disobeys this order. 

The Commissariat of Justice has sent to 
judges a circular ordering them to apply the 
death decree of August 7th, 1932, not only 
to thieves, but to peasants and directors of 
collective farms who do not deliver the 
stipulated quantities of grain by the pre- 
scribed date. 

Last week the Soviet Government sent into 
the country many new detachments of picked 
Communists, who had passed special tests 
before the Central Committee of the Party, 
to strengthen the punitive forces on the 
“grain front.” 

M. Kvshinsky stated at the beginning of 
August that the tribunals and court officials 
engaged in this campaign already numbered 


| 700,000 in the R.8.F.S.R. alone. According 


to the Soviet Press, this vast army is chiefly 
engaged in inflicting death or ten years’ 1m- 
prisonment, the only penalties prescribed by 
the notorious “sacred property” decree. 

In the last few months the Central Soviet 
Press has ceased publishing the names of 
those sentenced or the number of sentences. 
Unquestionably they are enormous, as, 1n 
extent and ferocity, the present campaign 
surpasses all since the first years oi the 
revolution.

SEVEN COMMANDERS WITH 
SAME NAME. 


Lieutenant-General Baron Hans von Below, 
who was in command of a German Army 
‘“ i T Taw 
Corps in the latter part of the World War, 


had been ill for several days after a stroke of 
paralysis, and was 74. i 

Baroness von Below told an interviewer 
that she planned to remain at Waynesville 
for the summer, and that the body of her 
husband would stay at an undertaker’s until 
taken to Washington for burial next month. 

General Hans von Below came to the united 
States in 1919. and had lived in retirement 
in Washington. He commanded the 5lst Ger- 
man Corps during the war, was a brother of 
General Otto von Below, one of the most 
successful officers in the Kaiser’s Armies, and 
he married the former Mrs. Frederick Turn- 
bull, of Philadelphia, of Columbia, South 
Carolina. : 

The von Below family is from Mecklenburg, 
and dates from about the year 1,000. Its 
men have been in the Army ever since the 
Prussian Kingdom existed, and have fought 
in all its wars. During the World War there 
were no fewer than seven Generals von 
Below, two of whom—Otto and Fritz—com- 
manded armies, three commanded corps, and 
two had divisions. 

General Hans von Below was in command 
of the Imperial Augusta Regiment, the guard 
of the Kaiserin, at the ben aneas of the war. 
He was entrusted with a brigade, and was in 
the drive through Belgium, His men were 
the first to enter Namur.

It is now hoped in official quarters that 
General Hure and his commanders will 


have brought the Moroccan campaign to a

This time limit is set on this year’s 
campaign, as the rainy season would oblige 
the forces to retire from the mountain 
districts until next spring.

Meanwhile the supplies of the still 
defiant Djebel-Youb tribesmen have been 
cut down to a trickle, and the French 
hope to stop them altogether within a 
short time.

WOMAN'S FIGHT. 


BUILT HER OWN 
HOUSE. 


Mine 2—-— 

ITHIN a stone’s throw of the busy 

Mount Crawford (Australia) . gold- 

fields lives a _ seventy-four-year-old 
English woman in a house she built herself. 
She is known as the “ heroine of the gold- 
fields. Her name, states Reuter from 
Adelaide, is Mrs. Anna Maria Watts, and 
she came to Australia from Oxford in 1877, 
when she was a girl of eighteen. She has 
never been inside a cinema or a theatre, buí 
she now listens-in on a wireless set. 

Mrs. Watts is the widow of the man who 
icked up the first gold nugget (it weighed 

ozs.) in Watts’ Guily. She thinks there 
are still big nuggets to be found, and does 
a little ‘‘ fossicking ” for gold. To-day the 
sound of many picks at work and the slap 
of ore in the cradles near by is music to her 
ears. 
She is fuil of stirring reminiscences of the 
“ gold rush “” days. 

“1 remember the time when Tom Bennet 
picked up an eighty-four oz. nugget near 
here. . And ‘ Frying Pan Jack’ struck one 
of eighty-seven oz. His name was John 
O’Brien, but we called him ' Frymg Pan 
Jack’ because he would not buy himself a 
panning dish, but used an old frying pan 
instead. My husband was one of the first to 
come to the gully, which got its name from 
him. ‘There were 500 people on the field 
then, living in tents. Sailors, soldiers, 
miners, blacks, and Salvation Army men were 
there. And the noise they made—singing, 
dancing, cursing and laughing all in one 
breath-——was enough to deafen you. 


A CHURCH SINGER. 


“ But, on the whole, they were a decent 
lot of men, and we never suffered hurt of 
insult from them. We started a bit of a 
church over the hills there, and 1 used to 
sing in it. I had a strong voice then, and 
could be heard singing three miles away. 

The gold went and the people went, but 
Mrs. Watts stayed on with her crippled 
husband and her five children. Like the 
others on the field, they lived in a tent, but 
when the crowd thinned Mrs. Watts felt the 
need of a home. She built it with her own 
hands, working every day for months. It was 
a long job and a tedious one, with five 
children clutching at her for attention all the 
time. But the little house went up at last. 
Mrs. Watts added a garden to it. The soil 
was drv and sandv, and to enrich it she ence 
tramped two miles with a heavy bag of 
fertiliser on her back. i 

To keep the family going, while the 
crippled father Jay in his bed, she went out 
washing, walking fourteen miles to and from 
“I cut down gum trees that were 
6 feet round and split them into posts. For 
150 of them I received £1, which was not 
very good pay, but at least it helped.” 

The woman-made house was slowly fur- 
nished. ‘ Bit by bit, a shilling at a time, 
and mostly at sales, I got the things to fill 
mv home with,” said Mrs. Watts, When 
she came out to Australia she had not a 
relative or a friend in the country. She 
sheltered in the servants’ home, to which all 
migrant domestics were brought on arrival, 
and then secured her first position at 8s. a 
week,

AIR BOMBING. 


PANIC THE MAIN DANGER. 
——&- 


While damage ánd casualties will be caused 
by air raids on London, the main danger is 
undoubtedly that of panic, writes Air Com- 
modore J. A. Chamier, C.B., C.M.G., 0.B.E.., 
D.8.0., in The Bookman. Ili the moral of 
the population of a large town is so affected 
by raids that the people spread in terror over 
the countryside, then indeed a major disaster 
may be feared, 

Such panic is unfortunately encouraged by 


legitimate desire to further peace, exaggerate 
the consequences of war; in so doing, they 
may be contributing more powerfully to their 
country’s downfall should war come. There 
is need for education by the Government and 
voluntary organisations to. stimulate the 
people to hold on, and there must be 
arrangements for the evacuation of the 
weaker spirits to smaller towns and villages 
in an orderly fashion. The better these 
arrangements are, the less they will be 
needed, ; 

There is no reason to fear that the great 
body of British people will be panic-struck, 
if they know that such arrangements exist, 
and if those who by their fears spread alarm 
are removed to safer places. 

In the discussion of matters of national 
importance exaggeration should find no place, 
and yet in questions of air warfare it is 
difficult to ensure a sober atmosphere. Panic 
statements predict the approaching downfall 
of civilisation, that London may be laid in 
ruins, or that its population will be wiped 
out by gas. 

In the face of such terrors, small wonder 
that many peace-loving people are disposed 
to clamour for the wildest of remedies, in the 
face of the teachings of history, in the de- 
spairing hope that in that way safety may 
be found—a gambler’s throw for those who 
have no other resort. 

The very word “bomb” is unfortunate 
by reason. of its old-time associations with 
anarchy. In fact the bomb is a shell with 
similar filling, but, since it has not to stand 
the shock of firing, it can be more lightly 
constructed. As an illustration, a shell of a 
quarter of a ton weight might hold eighty 
pounds of explosive, but a bomb of similar 
size might contain one hundred and twenty 
pounds of explosive. The borgb is, there- 
fore, the more powerful weapon. 

By reason of the many factors involved, it 
is hard to estimate the destructive effect of 
such a bomb on property; six hundred square 
yards is a reasonable estimate. To lay one 
hundred square miles of London in ruins 
would necessitate an exact distribution of 
nearly half a million bombs, requiring 250,000 
aeroplane attacks by aircraft of average size. 
The damage and destruction from bombs and 
from fire might well be considerable and must 
not be minimised, but a reasonable perspec- 
tive must be maintained. 

As regards danger to the population, 
statistics of the war show that it may be ex- 
pected that for each ton of bombs dropped 
on London forty casualties may be caused, of 
which ten will be deaths. An average bomb- 
‘ig aeroplane reaching London wil! therefore 
cause twenty casualties. This is a serious 
figure, but it is not wiping out a’ opulation. 
Taking into account the law of iminishing 
returns, half a million raids by average bomb- 
ing aircraft would probably be necessary be- 
fore a population of five millions could become 
casualties,

‘A German in Ireland. 


I came across a German tourist recently, 
writes a correspondent, who was holiday- 
ing in Ireland, and he regretted very 
much that his sojourn had to be cut short 
owing to the restrictions imposed on 
holiday-makers by the Hitler Government. 
A maximum sum of only two hundred 
marks, or roughly twenty pounds, 1s 
allowed to be taken out of Germany, and 
the amount actually in one’s possession 1s 
recorded on the traveller’s passport. The 
Customs authorities are extremely strict 
and examine passengers’ luggage before it 
leaves the country. Whilst away only £10 
a month can be remitted to the holiday- 
maker. If, however, one is on a cruise on 
a German ship there is no limit to the 
amount which may be expended on the 


ship. « 


Our High Prices. 


My friend was much surprised at the 
high prices prevailing in Ireland, and said 
that last year he had stayed in one of the 
best hotels at a well-known German sea- 
side resort for seven shillings a day. The 
only thing he found to be comparatively 
cheap here was tea, and he intended to 
bring a pound back with him. This, he 
added, would last him until Christmas, as 
coffee was -Germany’s chief beverage. 
Incidentally, I may remark that he was 
delighted with the tea made in this 


country. 
Che Germany of Co-dau. 


During our conversation I gathered a 
few facts not hitherto published about the 
Germany of to-day. My friend, being a 
civil servant, and not an ardent supporter 
of the present Administration, was In a 
position to analyse events better than the 
average German. ‘‘ Germany,” he said, 
‘‘was undoubtedly peaceful now, more 
peaceful and safer, in fact, for the tourist 
than it has been for a good number of 
years. No State employé dare discus» 
politics in Germany, and none may 
criticise the Government. Hundreds of 
officials had been dismissed for voicing 
anti-Nazi opinions. In Germany one may 
not use the word ‘Nazi.’ Papers had 
been suppressed for so doing. The 
‘ National-Socialist.’ 
Monarchists were a very small seotion in 
Germany, as the people could not forgive 
the Kaiser for quitting the country whilst 
the war was still in progress.“ 


‘Cut Price” Shops. 


During the past twelve months ‘there 
would appear to have been a marked in- 
crease in Dublin in the number of shops 
in which cigarettes are sold at “cut 
prices.” These shops may now be found 


lin almost all parts of the city, whereas less 


than a year ago it was only by chance that 
one encountered them occasionally in the 
poorer parts and in the back streets, 
At present some of these bold traders 
have ventured into some of the leadiug 
streets, and are prominently displaying 
the fact that cigarettes may be purchased 
at “cut prices” In these shops the 
cigarettes usually sold at 114d. for 20 are 
offered for 10d., with corresponding re- 
ductions for smaller packet and for some 
of the cigarettes generally sold at higher 
prices than lldd. or 1s. It would be in- 
teresting to know how one set of traders 
can sell the more popular brands of 
cigarettes at from lid. to 2d. per packet 
of 20 less than the other set of traders.

The throb of drums will be heard all over 
the land, and shrines of even the humblest 
temples will be laden with flowers. The 
greatest gathering of all will be at Kuruk- 
shetra in the Punjab, where hundreds of 
thousands of pilgrims have already arrived 
te attend the religious festivals and a great 
popular fair. 

Special arrangements have been made b 
the Government of the Punjab to cope wit 
the enormous crowds, and the Governor, Sir 
Herbert Emerson, has only recently returned 
here from a preliminary visit of inspection. 

Another important resort of pilgrims is at 
the junction of the Rivers Ganges and the 
Jumba, where many thousands are making 
their way to bathe during the eclipse in the 
sacred waters. Indeed, the whole course of 
the Ganges will be the scene to-day of 
innumerable pilgrimages. It is also cus- 
tomary for Hindus of all classes to mark this 
occasion by generous gifts to charity. 

lt will be considered disappointing if these 
money-gifts do not amount throughout India 
to the sum of at least one crore of rupees 
(£750,000) .

NE of the few links with the material 
O civilisation of Ireland's “ golden age 

of art—the period of the sagas—has been 
forged as a result of researches carried out 
at Ballynahinch, on the borders of Offaly and 
Westmeath, during the past three months by 
the Harvard Second Archssolonicn! Miss.on to 
Ireland. 

Considerable light ma 
of these discoveries, when they are closely 
examined, on the manners a customs of 
the lalre-dwellers who formed such a con- 
siderable part of Ireland’s community at that 
time. When I visited the site of the excava- 
tions, which are almost concluded, on Satur- 
day, the youthful director of the Mission, Dr. 
H. O’Neill Hencken, who is Curator of Euro- 
ua Archeology at the Peabody Museum, 

arvard, was able, by means of his dis- 
cover.es, to give me a fascinating insight 
into the probable course of centuries of human 
life in-this spot. i 

The site, which is now located in a field 
belonging to Mr, Peter Murray, is that of 
what was once a small island, measuring 
about 200 feet by 150 feet, in a shallow lake. 
Researches have revealed the remains of 
dwellings belonging to two settlements on the 
island, one of which Dr. Hencken dates at 
about the time of Christ and the other about 
the time of St. Patrick. Cutting down 
through a turf-like soil, labourers have un- 
earthed the foundations of the first building 
erected by the first migrants, who came to 
the island in dug-out canoes. 

One such canoe, though it belongs to the 
later of the two settlements, has. been found 
almost intact. It is a fine relic, about 25 
feet long and  deeply-dug—probably . a 
better specimen than that which is now 
on exhibition at the National Museum in 
Dublin. This canoe, as a matter of fact, will 
also go to the Museum, ike all the hundreds 
of other finds which have been unearthed. 


FOUNDING A HOME, 

Cutting away the undergrowth of the 
island, these early arrivals laid down a rude 
floor of brushwood, of the kind mentioned 
in the sagas, and then built over it another 
floor of wood; with wooden walls they then 
completed the building which was to be. their 
communal home. 

A peaceful community they seem to have 
been; for their's was an unfortified settle- 
ment. Bones, well preserved in the soil, like 
the wooden remains of their dwelling, reveal 
that they kept domestic animals—sheep, pigs 
and an enormous number of cows. ey 
hunted to some extent, leaving ‘the bones of 
red deer to testify 'to their successes, and 
they farmed on the shore, bringing their 
produce to the island, presumably in their 
dug-out boats, hollowed with fire out of the 
trunks of trees. 

Their tools were of iron. One knife belong- 
to the late Bronze Age has been found, and 
this may have been an heirloom. kept by 
some old-fashioned islander, Also they 
made pottery, leaving relics here in the 
centre of lreland which are of special interest 
as seeming to have been inspired by the 
pottery of the Roman Empire, The Roman 
Age in Britain is also suggested «by © dis- 
coveries of lignite bracelets and armlets, 
typical of that period, 


A NEW COMMUNITY. 

For at least four centuries this people 
pursued its peaceful way, and then came a 
change. Were they disturbed by invasion, 
or did the lake rise? Nobody- will ever 
know, but for some reason the original house 
was pulled down, 

With indefatigable energy, load after 
load of white clay was carried in the boat 
from the shore, and spread deeply over the 
foundations. Not satisfied with this the 
enterprising builders of the time extended the 
area of the island, and eventually made a 
causeway running from the island to the shore. 
The upper surface was solidified by pounding 
age into the marl, the place was fortifiec: 

y the construction of a strong palisade, ant 
a new dwelling arose on the new surface 
“ri, had been laid over the ruins of the 
old. 

Among, the relics of this new community, 
which seems to have been more enterprising 
and Nath, than its predecessors, are 
some of actual Roman pottery.. These are 
of exceptional interest, as being the only ones 
ever found in Ireland, They do not prove 
Roman visitations, but they prove that there 
is a Roman trade with Ireland at that 
ime. 

These people did not make their own 
pottery, but they made many other things of 
remarkable interest. The discoveries include 
big wooden vessels, which must have been

| turned on a Nie and remains of spinning 


wheels, including a well-turaed wooden 
spindle, and stone fly-wheels. Also the exca- 
vations have disclosed a tremendous array of 
ornaments, including pins and brooches in the 
carly animal style; which is typical ‘of the 
creat period of early art of the seventh and 
ighth centuries, and coloured glass beads. 


AN ENAMEL SECRET, 

Extremely decorative breoches have been 
dug up, which are made of differently 
coloured enamels, showing that this early 
people held the secret of fusing enamels 
together by employing enamels of different 
melting points. That this process was fully 
understood is revealed by other ornaments 
which have been found on this site. 

An interesting discovery is that of two 
shoes in different styles. th are decorated 
—one in the familiar Celtic interlacing pat- 
tern, with the design tooled in, and the other 
in a Viking style. A glass bead which has 
been discovered is also of Viking origin, and 
these Viking traces have their significance 
as showing that the cranog was lived in up 
to 1000 A.D., or four centuries after the 
arrival of the second community. The fact 
that last year Dr. Hencken ‘discovered ‘an 
adjacent cranog in the same field, which had 
its origin about that date, leads .to- the 
speculation as to whether these . island 
dwellers were the founders of that cranog. 

Another speculation that arises is ‘as’ td 
whether the ending of the cranog at about 
that date was a result of the Viking disturb- 
ances in Ireland at that period. . ;

“PROPOSALS. 
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From Our Crema CoRnesronnenr. 


AST week comment was made on the 
L state, of disorganisation which exists 
‘at the moment in Hollywood, and the 
great opportunity which it affords to 
English and. continental film Sháile for 
strengthening their own position. It appears 
that things are already on the move; for, 
according to this week’s Observer, a great 
new production company has been formed in 
London which intends to spend three million 
pounds a year.on the making of English 
films. The head of the company is to be 
Douglas Faitbanks, one of the most pro- 
minent. of the Hollywood ‘‘exiles,’’ and it 
is said that he and his son will shortly 
take out naturalisation papers, preparatory 
to settling down in England for poet 
A large organisation such as this is bound 
to act as a very powerful magnet on British 
actors and technicians in the United States, 
and probably also will attract a number of 
Americans, who, like Fairbanks, have grown 
dissatisfied with their lot over there. The 
result, one . prophesy, will be an immense 
improvement’ in the British product, which 
has been hampered, not so much by lack of 
money as by lack of experience and talent. 
Both of these qualities should be at its dis- 
posal in the future, and it is said that such 
men as Charles Laughton, Ronald Colman, 
Charlie Chaplin, Clive Brook and Herbert 
Marshall may join the new organisation. 


PROPOSED PRODUCTIONS. 


Fairbanks himself is to produce his first 
picture—‘‘Exit Don Juan” October, 
while his son will play the leading part in 
“ Catherine of. Russia,’ which goes into 
production soon afterwards. Other films 
include an adaptation of the old silent 
picture, “ Bon Q, Son of Zorro,’’ and a film 
version of. “‘Ivanhoe.’’

DUBLIN PROGRAMMES. 


For some reason or another, the Dublin 
programmes have a tendency to alternate be- 
tween ‘uniformly good” and ‘‘ uniformly 
poor.” This week they are again somewhat 
above the ‘average. 

“‘Cavalcade,”’ the outstanding film of the 
year so, far, is being retained at the Grand 
Central. It was reviewed at length in this 
paper last Tuesday, so one need only repeat 
that it is a very good picture, which ought 
not to be missed.

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HE Civic Guards held their annual 
Aeridheacht yesterday at the Dépdt, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, previous to 

which the Scott medals for bravery were pre- 
sented in the presence of a large assembly. 

President de Valera, Mr. Lemass, Free State 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, and Mr. 
P. J. Ruttledge, Minuto for Justice, were 

resent. : 

Mr. Ruttledge said that Governments might 
come and Governments might go, but the 
Civic Guards would always remain loyal 
servants oí the people, and the Government 
asked nothing more of them. 

The assembiage was much interested in the 
detailed descriptions given by Colonel Broy, 
Commissioner, of the brave actions which had 
won the Scott medal awards, 

Colonel Broy, in opening the proceedings, 
said that the audience was composed of Gaels 
and of their worthy and distinguished Presi- 
dent Eamon de Valera, whom he could not 
mention without referring to his untiring 
efforts on behalf of their country and their 
language. He extended to him from the entire 
Gardai a hearty welcome. It was their earnest 
ambition that inside the next few years every 
member of the Garda Siochana should be able 
to speak and use the national language in the 
performance of his duties—in other words, to 
convert every Gardai station throughout the 
country into a miniature Gaeltacht. They were 
converting their dépét, which was once a 
stronghold of Anglicisation into a bulwark of 
Gaelicisation. 

Referring to the presence of the Minister 
for Justice, Colonel Broy said that the 
Minister had already won a place in all their 
hearts. He could assure the Minister that he 
had the whole-hearted affection and loyalty of 
everyone in the force, and could count on 
them to tackle any obstacle by means of which 
it might be attempted to impede the onward 
march of the nation. 


THE MEDALS. 


The Minister presented, amid the applause 
of the assembly, the Scott medals for bravery 
as follows :— 

Gold Medal—Sergeant L. Fennelly, Clonmel; 
silver medal, Guard H. L. M. Smith, Killaloe; 
bronge medals, Guard M. J. Brady, Edge- 
worthstown; T. J. O'Rourke, Blackrock road, 
Cork. 

Colonel Broy said that Sergeant L. Fennelly 
was awarded the gold medal for exceptional 
courage on the night of January 17, 1932, 
when he rescued two children from a burning 
house in Clonmel. On the same occasion Ser- 

eant M. Dolan had rescued a third child. 

he Carnegie Trust had put Sergeants Fen- 
nelly and Dolan’s names on their roll of 
honour, and had presented them with watches 

The silver medal was awarded Garda H. 
L. M. Smith for the part he played in che 
rescue of a Mr. and Mrs. Woodroofe from 
drowning on the occasion of a cloudburst at 
Ballina on August 13, 1932, when the house 
occupied by them was elmost submerged by 
water. Sergeant Staunton and Garda Con- 
nolly had acted a fine part on this occasion, 
and the Carnegie Trust had recognised the 
bravery of all three. 

A bronze medal was awarded Garda Michael 
J. Brady for securing the arrest of an armed 
man who attempted to rob the National Bank 
at Edgeworthstown. Garda McLoughlin, who 
aided Guard Brady, was granted a monetary 
reward, 

Garda T. J. O’Rourke was awarded a 
bronze medal for bravery in entering a burn- 
ing house at Old Blackrock road, Cork, to 
save the life of an old man. 

Monetary grants also were awarded Garda 
J. Milligan, Knock, Mayo, for securing the 
arrest of a would-be suicide in possession of 
a razor; Guards J. Beirne, J. Shea, J. 
Connolly, of Clontarf Station, Dublin, for 
arresting a man in possession of loaded fire 
arms w a threatened them; and also to 
Sergeant T. Mitchell and Guard W. J. Wynn, 
Ballyragget, for disarming a drunken man 
who had threatened to shoot his wife. 

The Minister also presented athletic awards 
to Sergeant M. Waters and Guard G. Walsh, 
for javelin and hammer-throwing respectively 
Garda J. J. Chase was presented with an 
award for his prowess in boxing. 


PRESIDENT’S PRAISE. 


President de Valera, who spoke ouly in 
Irish, said that it gave him great pleasure to 
be present for the first time to take part in 
this aeridheacht. As Commissioner Broy 
had said, this place (the Depot) used to be 
in the possession of the foreigner, but was 
now in the possession of the Gael, and for 
that reason he had added pleasurre in being 
—* He praised the Guards for their 
evotion to the Irish language, Irish pastimes 
and Irish athletics. 

The Minister for Justice, Mr. Ruttledge, 

said that it was a great pleas’ ‘e to him tc 
be present again, and on this occasion to 
honour brave men. . They all honoured brave 
men, and he felt that they would not have 
enough medals to present to the Guards if 
they all got the opportunity of showing their 
bravery. On the last occasion he tried to 
point out to the Gardai all the difficulties 
they had to contend with, and he only asked 
the force to try and recognise the difficulties 
with which they were confronted, and to 
say to themselves: ‘‘ We have to go on; 
we are a force, disciplined, honouravle, 
serving our country, and we will pursue that 
duty come what may.” He said that the 
Government only asked the force to serve 
the Government elected by the people, and 
nothing more. 
The Government was entitled to the loyal 
service of every member and official under 
that Government. They asked for no more. 
When the lapse of time and change of cir- 
cumstances changed the Government they 
only asked that those who had served them 
would as loyally serve any other Government 
elected under normal circumstances and by 
the normal wish of the Irish people. 


SERVANTS OF THE PEOPLE. 


They did not want to establish either the 
Gardai or the Army as partisan or partial 
forces, They wanted to see the Gardai and 
the Army as servants of the Irish people, and 
not the servants of any particular Govern- 
ment that came in to-day and might go out 
to-morrow. Normal and constitutional 
methods existed to enable the Irish people to 
change their Government. These sathanls pro- 
vided for free election by a free vote. He did 
not refer to anything like an attempted 
coup d'état or things like that, or fools who 
thought that they could copy methods from 
other countries and use them in this country. 
However other people might talk of “ cuts ” 
and other things, he could assure the Gardai 
that the Government had their interests at 
heart, and would try to help every officer and 
man over every difficulty in which they might 
find themselves. The Gardai would find the 
Government loyal masters so long as, they 
were there, and they only asked loyal Wrvice 


in return, : 
LOYALTY. 

He had had long association with the Civic 
Guards as a solicitor practising in the 
country, and later as a member of the Opposi- 
tion, and now as a member of the Govern- 
ment, and had always found the Gardai, as 
a body, fair and reasonable and imbued with 
loyalty and discretion. Their duties at times 
might be difficult, and even awkward, but the 


Government asked them to go forward in 


their duty as servants of the Irish le. 
loyally and detérminedly, and of course they 


would always have to mse tact. :

MUSIC THAT AWES. 

The story told.in “ Parsifal ” is based 
on a medieval legend of the Holy Grail. 
and a Good Friday commemoration of the 
Last Supper is solemnly represented on 
the stage when the work is performed in 
theatre or in opera house. Much of the 
music is uplifting and solemn, and Wagner 
himself regarded the work as one that 
would consecrate the stage on which it was 
produced—in particular, the stage of the 
festival theatre at Bayreuth which was 
built to fulfil his project of a temple of 
music drama, the ideal art form. 

With regard to ‘* Parsifal,’’ as with re 
gard to much other of his work, Wagner’: 
own valuation has been accepted almost in 
full by the majority of those who have 
become interested in his work in the last 
fifty years. There are few who do not fee! 
some measure of awe in approaching the 
music of. “” Parsifal,’’ and as, to say the 
least, it undoubtedly is not heard to the 
best advantage in a jarring environment.

In honoinng 
these Wa men we honour egually the heroes 
of earlier times whose work for lreland the 
lives and sacrifices of Griffith, Collins and 
O'Higgins crowned with success. 

‘It is not our task to-day, nor will we ever 
stoop in the future, to utter-complaints be- 
cause the momentary illusions of political 
partisanship may for a brief period postpone 
the fitting tribute of a united nation’s homage 
to its glorious dead. It is rather our duty 
to hasten by our deeds the passing of such 
illusions, to overcome the errors that divide 
where unity is so sorely needed. We will 
never allow the memory of Ireland’s dead to 
become the symbol of any faction. Neither 
will we suffer it to grow dim and dwindle 
away because there are those that fear that it 
may shine too brightly. 


FIRST STEP FORWARD. 


“You are assembled on this solemn 
occasion to show that you are ready for the 
first great step forward to a new Ireland, 
where no man néed be afraid or ashamed to 
honour the dead who wrought for all Irish- 
men alike, and whose heritage is the equa! 
citizenship of a free Irish State. 

“The men whose names we honour to-day 
are all men who regarded ceremonies and 
celebrations as things empty in themselves, 
unless accompanied by purpose and discipline. 
The best tribute we can pay to them is our 
own resolve that we will carry on their work. 
They wrought for their own day, faced their 
own problems, stood firm for principles: which 
were vital in that day if Ireland was to live. 

“They would regard us as cowards if, in 
looking back on their glorious achievements, 
we were not also mindful of the future and 
the needs it brings. Arthur Griffith re- 
minded the people that his was not the last 
generation of Irishmen. If we are to unite 
the Irish people, if we are to show them the 
way forward to a more Irish way of organis- 
ing themselves, .governing themselves. and 
doing their own business, we must resolve 
to face our problems as these three men faced 
theirs. 


AGAINST PARTY STRIFE. 


“AWe must get rid of outward forms and 
distracting symbols, and we must be men 
enough to create for ourselves newer moulds 
in which our national life can run cleaner 
than perhaps it has done in the past. Above 
all, we must remember that sooner or later, 
if our freedom is to have any meaning, our 
whole people must unite in disciplined, clear- 
tighted, purposeful action. No good for Ire. 
land can ever come from the frantic squabbles 
of warring parties. If politics has come to 
mean such squabbles, the time has come to 
abolish politics in that meaning. 

““cH rests with ns to-day to decide whether 
or not the dead we konour have died in vain. 
If the memory of their deeds should pass 
without mark or notice, then assuredly it 
might be said that they had, and that the 
race that bore them had proved unworthy of 
them. If we go deeper than we have already 
gone into the mire of political, social and 
economic confusion, aimless party strife, and 
the war of class against class, then, too, our 
commemoration would be an idle thing. 

“We recall their names and deeds this day 
because we are determined in our hearts’ to 
prove ourselves worthy ;. because we are the 
vanguard of a new era in Treland, and be- 
cause nothing is going to halt our march 
until we have attained the goal they too set 
before them—an Ireland united, peaceful, 
prosperous, free and honoured by her own 
children and by all nations.”

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL 0. C.

Lieutenart-Colonei O. C. Clare, the well- 
known racehorse owner, of Abbey Chase, 
Chertsey, died while bathing at Selsey ycs- 
terday, aged fifty-two years.

The best racehorse he ever owned was 
Devonie, a filly, which he purchased as a 
yearling from Lord Furness for 5,300 
guineas, and with whom he won the Bush-

Stakes at Manchester, the Lubbock Handi- 
cap at Sandown Park, the Nonsuch Plate at 
Hurst Park, and other races. It is now at 
the stud as a brood mare. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Clare had won eight 
races this season. With his two-year-old colt, 
Garry, he had won the Southern I'late at 
Kempton Park, the Toy Plate at Hurst 
Park, and the March Plate at Folkestone. 
His four-year-old colt, Loot, had won the 
Chichester Stakes at Goodwood, and the July 
Handicap at Newmarket. Ecclesiastic, a 
three-year-old gelding, had been successful 
in the Palace Plate at. Hurst Park, the Til- 
gate Handicap at Gatwick, and the Pierce- 
field Plate at Chepstow. 

Colonel Clare served in the South African 
War, and also in the Great War, during 
which he was mentioned in despatches, and 
was awarded the D.S.0., with a, bar.

THE TOTAL SENTENCES.

TESTS FOR FREE STATE 
FORCES. 


“he Free State Department of Defence 
have decided to conduct field exercises with 
a force of all arms during the combined 
training period, commencing on 18th Septem- 
ber. These will not be manguvres . 
but normal iraining exercises, for which a 
number of units have been brought together 
to demonstrate and test in the field the in- 
struction given at the Military College and 
in the Services generally, particular atten- 
tion being given to combined «tactics, the 
organisation and training of the separate 
arms and the system of command, supply, 
and staff work in the Forces.» " 

The opposing forces during the exercises 
will be Blue and “ Yellow.” The former 
comprises. a regular reinforced brigade of 
four battalions, with detachments from Artil- 
lery, Air Corps, Signals, Sup 7 and Trans- 

rt, Medical Services, etc. . “Yellow ” force 
is a skeleton brigade, reinforced by armoured 
cars, Air Corps, and other mechanised units. 

All units are regular Army units, brought 
up to war strength by reservists. The 
troops will carry active service equipment 
during the exercises, which includes, except 
in the case of the cavalry and Air Corps, 
steel helmets and gas masks. All ranks of 
the *‘ Yellow ” force will be designated by a 
yellow armlet, worn on the right arm. The 
| exercises will be held in the area between 
the Curragh Camp and Dublin City, with 
‘we ne reference to the Dublin and Wick- 
ow Mountains. 

The *‘ Blue’’ force will be mobilised at the 
Curragh Camp on September Sth, and the 
“Yellow” force will concentrate at Phoenix 
Pa’, Dublin, on the same date. A period 
of preliminary ‘raining and preparation for 
both forces will follow. 

At the conclusion of the exercises the 
treops will be reviewed in the Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, on 24th September, and will return 
to their respective stations on the following

BODIES BROUGHT 
DOWN ALPS. 


EXPERTS BAFFLED 
“BY ACCIDENT. 


From Revrer’s Corresponvent. 
PONTRESINA, Sunday. 


Py HE funeral Service for the four Eton 
masters who lost their lives on the Sella 
glacier of the Roseg Peak, will, it is 

expected, be held on Tuesday morning at 

11 o’clock in the simple Protestant che of 

Santa Maria, where the bodies i ow lie before 

the altar. : 

Mr, Slater, Mr. Howson, and Mr. White- 
Thomson are to be buried here, and though 
no definite instructions have ;et been given, 
is is not expected that the body of Mr. 
Powell will be taken back to England. 

Chancellor Ponsonby and Canon Dickson 
will conduct the Service. 

The bodies were brought down yesterday 
evening trom the glacier by the party of 
guides, headed by M. Gaspar Grass, the best 
guide in the district, which set out to search 
or them. 

The church bell, was tolling as the 
cortege of guides. the Mayor, and other local 
notavilities, and many English visitors, wound 
their way through the narrow cobbled street. 

The bodies are badly ~nutilated. Roped 
together, they crashed down at ‘east 600 feet 
of glacier, and then another 200 feet down a 
precipitous rock. 


DIFFICULT RECOVERY. 


M. Gaspar Grass told Reuter’s Cor- 
respondent that when he héard'\of the 
accident it was too dark to see anything, 
so he waited till early :n the morning, “I 
wert, and half way up the west flank i could 
see where the unfortunate men had slipped 
and fallen. When I reached them I founa 
that their climbing irons were full of show, 
and they had not cut eny steps in the ice. 
They naturally began to slip on the difficult 
surface, and they fell ‘down a deep 
couloir. 

“1 had set out at 3.30 this morning, with 
five other men, from the Coaz hut. We 
worked towards the West Roseg peak. ‘There 
was great danger of an avalanche of falling 
stones. When we found the men three of 
them were ly.ng head down and on top of 
the fourth, whose head was upwards. They 
were in a terrible condition. Their necks 
were all broken, and the rope with which 
they were tied together was twisted round 
one necks, They had clearly fallen head 
rst. 

“I put the four bodies in sacks, and we 
then lowered them down the couloir. with 
ropes. It was the only way to get them 
over the rocks to the lower glacier. When 
we got them down safely they*were tied on 
to skis, and we dragged them across to the 
Coaz hut. Then we put them on mules, and 
from the Coaz hut we took them to the 
Roseg restaurant, from which place they 
were taken into Pontresina on a ceart. 

In mountaineering circles in Switzerland 
the accident is described as one of the most 
terrible and mysterious that has ever befallen 
Alpine climbers, the more so as it is under- 
stood that all had had much experience of 
mountaineering, being in the habit of taking 
Alpine climb.ng holidays in Switzerland 
every year. 


TWO MORE ACCIDENTS. 


A young German visitor to Zermatt, Herr 
Kroener, who was a member of the Munich 
Alpine Club, was killed yesterday morning 
while climb.ng the northern slope of the 
Matterhorn. e was overwhelmed by an 
avalanche of rocks, and killed on the spot. 

His companion, after having tied the body 
to a rock by a rope, fetched a relief party 
from the Belvedere Hut. 

A party of guides have succeeded in re- 
covering and bringing to Zermatt the bod 
of M, ase Hotz, who was killed wit 
his guide, Franz Lochmatter, when climbing 
the Weisshorn. M. Hotz fell from: a height 
of 1,200 feet, and his body was: terribly 
mutilated, The interment will take place at 
Zermatt.

RATES COLLECTION.

LIMERICK COUNCIL 'S 
DECISION,

LIMERIVK, Saturday. 


Limerick County Council at a special 
meeting to-day decided by a majority of two 
votes to suspend five rate-collectors if they 
had not their warrants for the half-year 
ended last March closed within a fortnight. 
The amount of arrears totalled about £1,600. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. McCormick), who 
proposed the motion of suspension, said that 
the Council could not discharge its duty if 
the rates were not collected. There was an 
overdraft of £92,000 at the bank, and upon 
which they were paying 5 per cent. interest, 
and it appeared to him that if action was not 
taken to make the collectors amenable, the 
Council should clear out and make room for 
somebody who would. It was no use saying 
that the rates could not be got in.

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THE FUTURE OF 
AGRICULTURE. 


GLUTTED MARKET 
PROBLEM. - 


BRITISH MINISTER’S 
VIEWS. 


R. ELLIOTT, Minister of Agriculture, 

8 ing at Minto House, Hawick, on 
turday, said that the tasks at the 
borders were not finished in a chapter of his- 
tory.. They were alive with the problems of 
modern life. Both in agriculture and w 
manufacture the borders were pre-eminent. 

No Scotchman, and especially no Scotch 
farmer, could be ignorant of the fact that 
agriculture in Great Britain was one of the 
problems which, if it affected one pait, 
affected all. Neither Scottish nor English 
agriculture could be considered wholly apart 
from each other. That was so because Great 
Britain was not merely a great agricultural 
community, but was the great international 
market for the agricultural products of the 
whole world. 

Standing within reach of Hawick, with its 
mills and with its export trade, they would 
not need to be reminded that the internationai 
trade of Great Britain was vital not merely 
to the mills, but to the home agriculture 
which fed the workers. It was becoming 
clear that the unlimited flood of imports, 
which had become in those last years almost 
a torrent, could xt longer continue un- 
regulated if the stability of agriculture in 
Great Britain was to be maintained. For 
that England and Scotland must move 
together as one. Scotland was a eer ex- 
porter of food products to England. They 
all knew what it meant to the lamb trade 
when the Southern buyers stood back from 
the ring. They all knew what it meant to 
the wool trade when the Bradford buyers got 


busy. 
DIFFICULT RECOVERY. 


Agriculture to-day all over the world was 
facing difficult times. The problem above all 
was one of markets. The essential feature 
of to-day was that the market in one primary 
commodity after another reached the point 
where it was first unwilling, and then unable, 
to absorb further supplies. When it came to 
that point it was commonsense for the pro- 
ducers to study the will of the market. Let 
the market take what it could absorb, but 
short of being glutted. In a glutted market 

roduce had no longer any value at all. 
t was with this problem of the glutted 
market that he and other agricultural de- 
partments all over the world were wrestling 
to-day. oie ee 

As regards Great Britain, a principle had 
been laid down at Ottawa whose full impli- 
cations they. were only be inning to realise. 
That principle was that the home producer 
had the first call on his own market. ‘The 
formula at Ottawa was home producer first, 
Dominion producer second, foreign producer 
third. The Ottawa principle was attacked 
from two sides, and, oddly enough, in both 
vases by Liberals. Sir Herbert Samnel 
attacked it on the ground that the foreign 
producer should come in without any con- 
sideration for the special position of the 
home producer at all. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 

Mr. Lloyd George in recent days had 
attacked Ottawa because, he said, it should 
be a case of the home producer first and the 
rest “also ran.” Yet if they were to keep 
Hawick busy (and, unless they kept Hawick 
and Bradford busy, they could not look to 
keep the Border shepherds employed), they 
must continue to work upon trade agree- 
ments and negotiations such as the Ottawa 
agreements and the trade agreements which 
Mi . Runciman had recently concluded on 
behalf of the Government. 

It was a question of balance, and, further- 
more, balance had to be maintained not only 
for agriculture as a whole, but for the various 
branches of agriculture, one with another. 
They had had to begin on wheat, and that 
not because it was desired to subsidise the 
English producer at the ie me of the Scots, 
as some foolishly alleged, but because unless 
the wheat acreage was maintained in the 
first place, that acreage would all be devoted 
to competition with the growers who were 
already producing other products, and the 
Scottish growers in particular. 

To-day there were three products particu- 
larly which demanded action, and one— 
poultry and eggs—which would need con- 
sideration in the immediate future. The 
three products demanding immediate action 
were beef, milk and potatoes. The action 
upon the beef situation would be as follows: 
For the last quarter of the year there would 
be a 25 per cent. cut on foreign frozen beef ; 
there would be something YO a 15 
per cent. cut on Argentine chilled beef. These 
two items alone meant a reduction of upwards 
of 20,000 tons on the figures for the last 


quarter of 1952. 
BEEF AND MILK. 


The earlier cuts in foreign frozen beef. had 
failed to relieve the maiket as they should 
have done, because the whole of the New 
Zealand imports for the year had come in 
within the first nine months. But that meant 
that for the last quarter the release of New 
Zealand frozen beef would be virtually 
suspended altogether—a kind of beef holiday. 
That meant a reduction of ok up to 
8,000 tons: These were very large reductions, 
and he was persuaded that they would have 
their effect. 

The milk situation was at present in full 
tide of reorganisation. 
that day, and though there had been some 
fears that registrations proceeded too slowly 
yet, from an examination he had been able 
to give the previous day in London, it seemed 
to him certain that a greater portion of those 
entitled to register had actually done so, The 
next step was a vote on the milk scheme, and 
if that, as he hoped and believed, was carried 
by the producers, then they would have a 
right to say: “ We have now undertaken to 
organise the industry at home, but it is for 
the nation and for the Government to see that 
our organisation is not broken up by hap- 
hazard floods of imports from abroad.” 

Finally, he would say a word upon potatoes. 
He had on Thursday met in London a deputa- 
tion covering England and Wales, Scotland 
and Northern Ireland. They put to 
him the great anxiety of the industry lest 
the market at the end of the month should be 
flooded by imports at practically no price at 
all. In spite of the fact that the scheme for 
the organisation of the potato industry was 
at present held up, he was prepared to con- 
sider the scheme as an undertaking to organ- 
ise—an undertaking which, in one form or 
another, if it got an opportunity, the indus- 
try would implement. He had, accordingly, 
seen the three chief foreign countries on the 
previous day, and action to deal with the 
situation at the end of the month was now 
actively in progress. He would say no more 
than that at the moment, but he hoped that 
events would prove that he had been as good

The British Farmer. 


Last Saturday the British Minister of 
Agriculture summarised his Government’s 
attitude to the farmers’s many problems. 
A principle, he said, was enunciated at 
Ottawa, and that principle is the basis 
of all legislation which deals with the 
British people’s supplies of food. Briefly, 
it is that the home producer has the first 
call upon his own market; te Dominion 
producer comes second, and the foreign 
It is the 
function and the privilege of the United 
Kingdom farmer to supply, so far as lies 
in his power, his country’s demand for 
foodstuffs ; ii he cannot supply the demand 
in full, the Dominions will have the 
right to make up the deficiency. Only if 
Britain and the Empire together are 
unable to satisfy Britain’s needs will the 
foreign producer be allowed to send his 
goods to the British ports. That is the 
principle. In practice, of course, it cannot 
be observed rigidly; but it can be 
maintainéd to an extent that will 
make all the difference between distress 
and prosperity to the British and 
Dominion farmer. It has been attacked 
by Mr. Lloyd George on the ground 
that, while all consideration is due to 
the home farmer, the Dominions ought to 
be treated exactly on a level with foreign 
countries in regard to exports to Kingland. 
Such a view, however, conflicts with the 
whole tendency of British politics, 
which is to link the Empire with bonds 
of commerce, as it is linked already with 
bonds of sentiment. 

Meat and wheat did not come into the 
purview of Ottawa; but, while these, and 
other, foodstuffs are imported freely, the 
British farmer cannot hope to recover. 
Accordingly, the National Government has 
been trying to get round the problem by 
other means than those of direct tariffs, 
and has found a solution in the system of 
quotas. Under this system the Dominions 
and some foreign countries are being per- 
suaded to cut down their supplies to 
Britain. The question of wheat has been 
handled already, and three products— 
beef, milk and potatoes—demand imme- 
diate action. During the last quarter of 
this year imports of foreign frozen beef 
will be reduced by 25 per cent., and a cut 
of something like 15 per cent. will be 


fresh beef from the Irish Free State; but 


countries is less by 15 and 25 per cent. 


It is an endless pity that the Free State 
now ranks not among Empire countries, 
but among foreign countries, so far as the 
British market is concerned. If she 
had not cast away her imperial rights by 
the senseless economic war, she would be 
enabled now by the new British policy to 
gain a still stronger hold upon the huge 
market of the United Kingdom. As things 
are, she is barred from it, and the English 
as well as the farmers of the 
other Dominions, will profit at her 
expense. Moreover, as the British house- 
wives gradually acquire the habit of de- 
manding home-grown beef, and, in default 
of a sufficient supply of it, beef from New 
Zealand and Australia, their old preference 
for Irish meat is bound to languish and 
to disappear. Then nothing. will save the 
Free State’s cattle trade. Even the 
memory of it will perish from England; 
for that institution which kept the virtues 
of Irish meat so clearly before the eyes of 
the housewives—the Empire Marketing 
Board—will have disappeared in another 
month. Only one task of real urgency 
confronts Mr. de Valera’s Government, 
and that is to secure an end to the 
economic war while honourable terms, of 
peace still can be arranged. Very soon 
it will be too late; for the English, 
Scottish and Northern farmers will be loth 
to relinquish the benefits which they 
receive under the Ottawa agreements and 
the quota systems,

A Downtrodden Race. 


Some days ago a learned judge in 
Northern Ireland commented with proper 
strictness upon a geographical lapse of a 
kind which has become not uncommon. 
Certain papers relevant to the case then 
before him, he complained, had been sent 
from England with the address ‘‘ Belfast, 
Irish Free State.’’ The niceties of Irish 
division, although quite beyond the grasp 
of the foreigner—as an Irish tourist 
speedily discovérs when he attempts to 


need no elucidation in England. An 
amusing correspondence in the Sunday 
Times, however, may suggest that such 
blunders on the part of our correspondents 


They may represent a 


d ‘‘ Englishman.” “ Once the most 
glorious, the most 
the language,” they are now almost for- 
gotten by a people which has been told so 
often that it must know itself as 
“ British,” Correspondents have sought 
to attach the blame to Julius Cesar, whose 
tactless use of the word ‘ Britannia” to 
describe England did much to popularise 
the name; but, it is pointed out, the 
ancient Britons have been extinct, 
as a people, for more than a 
thousand years. Furthermore, they 
were a somewhat uncouth race, whose 
tendency to paint themselves with 
woad and to indulge in other un- 
hygienic practices gives them small claim 
to be remembered in the style and title of 
the conquering Anglo-Saxons. Nearer to 
our own times, the poet James Thomson ex- 
horted Britannia to rule the waves, and 
in his proud boast of the Briton’s 
immunity to the threat of bondage he was 
careful to make no reference to English- 
men. The only counter-attack of note in 
the past century was the attempt to inflict 
the title “ North Britain ” upon Scotland. 
It was a failure, and, cowed by their 
rebuff, the downtrodden English did not 
try a similar experiment with Ireland, 
where, indeed, such an expression has 
become a useful term of obloquy, to be 
applied by any one political party to any 
other. Now, perhaps, the hour has struck 
for a more vigorous campaign for home 
rule for England. The time may come 
when the mere “ British ” will be refugees, 
with the Prime Minister, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and Mr. Bernard Shaw 
awaiting their turn at the booking-office.

Long Life and Annuities. 


What classes have the longest expecta- 
tion of life after they retire from work? 
The statistics of assurance societies reveal 
that clergymen, doctors and lawyers are 
favoured persons in this respect. Retired 
civil servants, in the opinion of an ex- 
perienced actuary, live for five or ten 
years longer than retired city clerks; and 
agricultural workers also have a geod 
expectation of long life in retirement. On 
the other hand, manual workers in 
strenuous occupations—the iron and steel 
trade, for instance—show a large pro- 
portion of deaths in the age group of 
sixty-five, while the death-rate of miners 
in the same group is one-third above 
the average. Writing in the Lancet, Dr. 
W. E. Holme, of Southborough, makes the 
rather startling statement that the 
sailor, home finally from sea, has small 
prospect of a ripe old age. He has 
compiled figures which suggest that about 
one out of every eight seamen dies withix 
three months after he has left the sea, and 
nearly one out of four within one year. 
The accuracy of this computation is con- 
tested, however, by an official of the 
National Union of Seamen, who says that 
the Union has some men as old as eighty- 
nine, and that ‘old age pensions are a 
positive menace to our finances.’’ Indeed, 
there is general agreement among the 
staffs of friendly societies that the 
possession of a pension or other secure 
income tends to increase the span of life— 
as the Scottish lawyer discovered who 
contracted tosupport an old lady “ pending 
her viduity.”” A cynical explanation of 
the long lives of annuitants is that their 
relatives are apt to take particularly good 
care of them. The real reason of such 
comparative longevity probably is that the 
annuitant, unlike most retired clerks or 
artisans, has no financial worries and can 
afford to grow old calmly. Moreover, the 
fact that he has assured himself of an 
annuity, through his savings or through 
long and blameless service to the State, 
is in itself something of a guarantee that 
his methods of living have been regular, 
careful and have taken no toll of his 
health. 


Campers. 
A bill has been drafted in England which 


will meet with violent opposition, though, 
in its general intent, it must command the 
approval of all people who love the 
countryside. This bill, the child of the 
Rural Councils Association, is designed to 
deal with the camps and camp sites which 
have sprung into existence all over 
England during recent years, and, par- 
ticularly, in the course of this delightful 
summer, The rural councils are asking 
for power to keep a watch over these camp- 
ing sites and summer settlements. If 
their bill becomes law, they will have the 
right to insist on a certain level of sanita- 
tion, to forbid camping where a reasonable 
water supply does not exist, and to require 
high standards of cleanliness generally. 
Campers are up in arms against this 
assault upon their liberties,*which will in- 
volve the careful and conscientious, equally 
with the slovenly and _ disreputable, 
camper; but all alike must suffer if the 
evil is to be checked. The camping habit 
has not acquired so strong a hold here in 
Ireland as it possesses in England, but 
quite a number of large camp settlements, 
consisting either of tents or of ramshackle 
huts, exists in the neighbourhood of 
Dublin ; and it would be an excellent thing 
if these settlements were subject to some 
sort of control by the local authorities. 
We need not fear that sanitary restric- 
tions will deter the growth of the ‘‘ open- 
air habit,” which all civilised countries 
are anxious to foster. There is very little, 
however, of the wide, open spaces about 
some of our colonies of tents and huts, 
which are as congested as any back-street 
in Dublin.

R. JOHN GRIERSON, the British 

- flier who was flying from England 
to New York by the North Atlantic route, 
had a narrow escape as he was taking off 
for Greenland this morning.

A motor boat which was only about 
two hundred yards away rushed to the 
assistance of the pilot, reaching him in 
the nick of time. | 

As the plane turned over, dragging Mr, 
Grierson with it, rescuers tore him free 
from the straps which held him in his 
seat, and dragged him aboard the motor 
boat. | 
His wrecked machine was towed ashore, 
completely submerged except for the floats. 
The “plane is stated to be beyond repair, 
but Mr. Grierson hopes to save the mote 
and some of his equipment. 


“ HOMING ” DEVICE. 


When he was towed out to the outer 
harbour to take off this morning the 
weather was clear and only a slight north 
west wind was blowing. 

Mr. Grierson was making the first ex 
perimental flight along the Greenland aur 
route with a machine fitted with the wire 
less ‘‘homing’’ device. 

Intending to fly to New York in easy 
stages and for the purposes of surveying 
the route, he left Brough, near Hull, on 
the morning. of August 5th. His first 
““hop” was to Scapa Flow, and from 
there he flew to Thorshavn, in the Faroe 
Islands, 

On that stage of his journey Mr. 
Grierson flew on the Thorshavn wireless 
station, and thus made use of the wireless 
system which he hoped would bring him 
safely across Greenland to Resolution 
Island, even if his compass failed him. 

He reached Reykjavik on August 7th, 
and has since been delayed in Iceland 
awaiting spare parts for his machine.

Political Broadcasts. 


Listeners are wondering whether broad- 
casting for political purposes is to become 
as prevalent in Britain as it is in some 
continental countries. They look with 
suspicion on the reversal of what has been 
the uniform policy of the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. Since British broad 
casting began eleven years ago its use for 
political propaganda has been eschewed 
a restriction fully approved by, perhaps, 
the bulk of the listening public: In the 
last year or two political talks have crept 
into the programmes, though no speech 
was permitted unless the manuscript had 
been approved by the Corporation. The 
departure from that practice, and 
habit of allowing the leaders of the larze 
parties in the House of Commons to broad- 
cast even for the brief space of a quarter 
of an hour, are both welcomed and 
approved—for there is a very sharn div'- 
sion of opinion on the subject. The first

The American Air Forces. 


According to reports from New York, 
the United States Government is accelerat- 
ing its plans for the augmenting of the 
flying boat ‘section of its Air Forces, and 
intends to build a whole fleet without 
delay. It may be that these reports owe 
their foundation in some measure to the 
hope which President Roosevelt expressed 
to General Balbo that he would be able 
to send a fleet of United States fiving 
boats to Rome in return for the visit of 
the’ Italian “air armada’’; but there 
seems to be little doubt that experiments 
are in progress with a new type of flying 
boat for the United States Naval Air 
Service. The experimental vessel is ce- 
signed for long flights at high speed, so 
that a crossing of the Atlantic would conie 
within its capabilities. 


Potato Imports. 


Mr. Walter Eliot, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, is inquiring into the condition ei 
the potato market in this country. 
Growers in Great Britain maintain that 
they are unable to feel confidence in tha 
future of the industry while they are 
under the shadow of foreign imports. The 
import duty on foreign supplies will be 
reduced from £2 to £1 a ton at the end 
this month, and home-growers express 
anxiety concerning the marketing of their 
produce after that date. They feel that 
there ought to be an increase in tha 
import duty, or, if this should be found 
undesirable,, that a scheme should be 
drawn up for a limitation by quota ©! 
supplies from foreign sources. It ia 
understood that the Minister of Agr- 
culture is considering the adoption of the 
quota system. 


The Arson Trial. 


Legal costs in the fire insurance case 4° 
the Old Bailey, which has broken ail 
‘* records ” there for length of hearing, 
are estimated in legal circles at not lar 
short of £70,000. A small army of counse', 
including five K.C.’s, appeared for the 
defendants. It is impossible to arrive ab 
an exact figure, since so many firms 
solicitors instructed counsel separate’, 
but £35,000 would be a fair guess at the 
total costs of the defence. One leading 
counsel is said to have received £2,500 
with his brief on behalf of one of the 
defendants, and another about £1,700. 
while their juniors received £1,000 and 
£750. There were refreshers, in addition. 


Scenes at Olympia. 


What very nearly became a riot took 
place outside Olympia last night. Some 
members of a crowd of would-be visitors fo 
the Radio Exhibition tried to storm the 
doors which had been closed against their. 
The great building had become so packe‘ 
that it was deemed prudent to exclude 
further entrants for an hour or so—a 
decision which greatly exasperated people, 
who had been queued up for a long time, 
patiently awaiting admission. The prompt 
arrival of a strong body of police which 
was rushed. to the scene soon restored 
order. A feature of the Exhibition was 
the great preponderance of women who 
passed the turnstiles. It is said that the 
total amount of business done was in the 
neighbourhood of a British instalment of 
the American War debt.

LAP RECORDS IN 
SMALLER CLASSES.

IN the Ulster Grand Prix, run in County 

Antrim on Saturday, Stanley Woods, 
Dublin, on a Norton, won the 500 c.c. Class 
at 87.43 miles per hour; Walter Handley, 
Birmingham, on a Velocette, won the 350 
c.c. Class at 83.65 m.p.h., and Charles 
Dodson, Manchester, on a New Imperial, 
won the 250 c.c. Class at 76.53 m.p.h. 

The event was the fastest motor cycle 
road race the world has ever known. In 
every class the winning speeds were 
faster than those of previous years, and lap 
records were established in both the 
smaller classes. Charles Manders (249 c.c. 
Rudge) completed a circuit at 78.26 m.p.h., 
and Handley recorded 85.91 m.p.h. on his 
fastest lap. | 

In view of the general increase in speed, 
it was surprising that the bigger machines’ 
lap reco: of 89.65 m.p.h., established by 
Stanley Woods in 1931, was not beaten. On 
Saturday morning Woods told me that Le 
expected to lap at over 90 m.p.h., and it 
was generally th thee that he would. He 
covered his first é from a standing start 
at 88.26 m.p.h., which seemed to presage 
remarkable speeds when he séttled down. 
In fact, however, Woods’s best circuit was 
at 89.56 m.p.h., a speed that also was 
reached by Percy Hunt, Norton, 


BEST FOR YEARS. 


The race was one of the best Grand Prix 
events we have had for some years. In no 
class was there an easy win, and, as no 
rider led throughout the race in his class, 
it can be appreciated that there were keen 
duels. Heavy rain fell in the middle of the 
race, but it had virtually no offect upon 
the speeds, and it caused no accidents. 

C. L. Hughes, of West Felton, was the 
only rider to crash at all heavily. He was 
taken to the Royal Victoria Hospital, Bel- 
fast, where it was found that no bones were 


broken. 
From a Dublin point of view the most 


‘interesting class was the light-weight, in 


which Manders added to the reputation 
he has established in the last few months 
by his performances on the Continent. 
Dodson made a better start than Manders, 
but the Dublin rider quickly cut down his 
arrears, and by the fourth lap he was 
leading. At the end of the fifth circuit 
(half distance for the 250 e.c. Class) 
Dodson and Manders passed the time- 
keepers “neck and neck.” They raced 
along the fastest section of the course at 
well over 80 m.p.h. 

Manders’ subsequently gained the 
mastery, and built up a lead of some 
miles. He did not win, however. On the 
Clady straight a stone was thrown up by 
the wheel of a machine in front, It struck 
Manders’s face, breaking his goggles and 
sending several splinters of glass into the 
rider’s eye. 


MANDERS OUT OF LUCK. 


Pulling off his goggles, Manders rode 
on, though tears almost blinded him as 
the wind cut his eyes. He was still lead- 
ing, but further misfortune was to befali 
him. His front fork spring jammed, and 
he had violent wheel spin all down the 
seven miles Clady straight. He lost 
ground, and Dodson, who also had ridden 
excellently, won the class. 

Behind these two there had been a great 
fight for third place, in which E. A. 
Mellors, 8S. Gleave, C. Taylor, 8. A. 
Crabtree and C. §S. Barrow had been 
prominent. For most of the race Mellors 
led this bunch,. but towards the end he 
retired, and Taylor passed the rest. 

The success of W. L. Handley in the 
350 c.c.

He outrode them and took 
the lead. When Simpson retired with 
mechanical trouble a few laps later L. J.

Later H. G. Tyrell Smith (Velocette), an- 
other Dublin man, passed Archer, and 
the finishing order was Handley, Guthrie 
and Tyrell Smith. 


500 C.C, CLASS. 


In the 500 c.c. Class the Nortons of 
Stanley Woods, Percy Hunt "and Walter 
Rusk were in command for most of the 
race, and it is difficult to know to what 
extent they were riding to team orders. 
Woods led for some laps, with Hunt half 
a mile behind and Rusk a further half- 
mile to the rear. Then Hunt passed 
Woods, and stayed in front for four laps. 
A pit stop caused him to drop two places, 
and suddenly his speed commenced to fall. 
Meanwhile Ernest Nott, the Rudge rider, 
was getting faster, and he ousted Hunt 
from third place in the eleventh lap. 

Woods went on to win for the fourth 
successive year, Rusk being second. The 
performance of Rusk was one of the 
features of the race. He is a Belfast. boy, 
who came to the fore two years ago when 
he recorded extraordinarily fast circuits in 
the Grand Prix. This year he rode in the 
Senior T.T., but was not quite in his ele- 
ment in the Isle of Man. His speed on 
Saturday was very little behind that of 
Woods, and it is contended—with what 
degree of accuracy I cannot say—that had 
he not been riding strictly to orders he 
would have been faster.

BRAY ACCIDENT. 


Thomas O'Byrne was drowned while 
bathing at Naylor’s Cove, Bray Head, on 
Saturday evening. | 

Two little girls bathing in the vicinity» 
gave the alarm on hearing cries for help 
from the man, who had apparently gone 
for a swim some distance south of ihe 
usual bathing place. 

Mr. R. Dart and another man «mme 
diately went to O’Byrne’s assistance and 
brought him to the shore, but, un- 
fortunately, he was beyond aid. Rev. 
Father Gleeson, C.C., and Dr. Rafferty 
speedily arrived on the scene, but life was 
extinct. | 

The body was removed to the Morgue in 
Castle street, Bray. The coroner lecidled 
that no inquest was necessary. 


AT SALTHILL. 


On last Saturday afternoon the berly of 
Michael Kenny (18), of 152 North King 
street, Dublin, was recovered at Sanilv- 
cove and taken to St. Michael's Hospital, 
Dun Laoghaire. 

Evidently the young man had gone for 
a swim at Salthill on Saturday morning, 
as his clothes were found on the shore 
there by some bathers, who gave the 
alarm. The clothes were later identified 
by the young man’s brother. 

He was a native of Ballyragget, County 
Kilkenny, and had been empioved as a 
conductor by the Carmel ’Bus Company. 


DROGHEDA RESCUE. 


Three Drogheda men had narrow escapes 
from drowning on Saturday when a rowing 
boat in which they were carrying sand 
from the mouth of the River Boyne to 
Drogheda foundered and they were thrown 
into the river. 

The three men were: Herbert Bailey, 
Thomas Coddington and Thomas Corrigan. 
At the time it was blowing the heaviest 
gale that has occurred in August for 
several years and the river was very rough. 

The affair is described by Patrick 
Reynolds, who, with his cousin Peter 
Reynolds, was engaged lighting the river 
lamps, and who rescued the three men 
from drowning as follows: ‘‘ I noticed the 
men in the boat repairing the row-lock, 
which had broken. When it was repaired 
they again started pulling, and I -con- 
tinued with my work. The next I heard 
was a scream. When-I looked again at 
the river I saw wood going in all direc- 
tions and two of the men in the river. 
Corrigan was gripping Coddington, who 
was making a desperate effort against the 
tide. I did not see Bailey at all. 

““ We put out as quickly as possible and 
reached Corrigan and Coddington. The 
former caught an oar which we had ex- 
tended, and he was pulled in. Bailey 
now appeared, after having been under the 
water for three or four minutes, and when 
he siw us he kept swimming towards us. 
Coddington was then hauled in, and later 
we managed to get to Bailey’s side. With 
three extra men in our boat we also got 
into difficulties, and on one occasion it 
nearly capsized.”’ 


WIDOW’S DEATH. 


A verdict that death was due to Acci- 
dental drowning was returned by a 
coroner's jury at Londonbridge ' road 
Morgue, Dublin, on Saturday last, when 
Dr. J. O'Connor held an inquest on Mrs. 
Margaret Johnson (65), a widow, of 19 
Kingsland parade, who was drowned in 
the Cockle Lake at the Pigeon House 
Fort on Friday. ' 

Mark Foley, Ringsend, said that while 
fishing at the near lake at Shelly Bank 
his hook caught an object, which he found 
to be a woman's body. There was seven 
feet of water at the time. 

Dr. Phelan, Dun Laoghaire, said that 
death was due to asphyxia following 
immersion in the water. 

The Coroner said that accidents would 
occur when people went to bathe in 
strange places and got into currents.

In a leading article The Times observes : 
Stern sentences were passed at the Central 
Criminal Court on Saturday upon the 
guilty principals in the fire insurance case 
The trial concerned what counsel for the 
prosecution described as an enormous and 
most dangerous fire-raising conspiracy. 
The records of the criminal law have few 
nefarious undertakings to compare in 
scope and elaboration with the enterprise 
so long and so successfully carried on by 
the convicted men. Its character was 
established beyond a doubt both by the 
pleas of guilty which some of them were 
well advised to offer, and by the evidence 
previously offered against his fellow-con- 
spirators by Capsoni. As to Capsoni him- 
self, nothing need be added to the judge’s 
scathing characterisation of the man and 
his conduct, The sentences are exemplary, 
The 
case has enabled the Court to give a 
timely practical warning to others who 
have engaged, or may be tempted to 
engage, in the industry. Grave suspicions 
had been entertained for a long time past 
by insurance companies and by Lloyd’s 
underwriters that many of the fires’ which 
occurred were not due to accident. Though 
their suspicions were strong, the difficulty 
was to confirm them. 

The practice of fire insurance assumes 
straight dealing among all parties for the 
protection of all. Not the companies 
alone, but every other insurer suffers: when 
bad faith sets itself to make money out of 
the good faith of the rest. Were the 
practice to spread, long before it became 
universal it would leave insurance derelict 
and society unprotected against the most 
obvious of the physical risks to which life 
and property in cities are exposed.

The Senate has already heard references 
to the political developments of last week 
during the discussion on the Public Kco- 
nomies Bill, but Senator Sir John Keane's 
motion brings the situation into a different 
light. 

The matter is of so much importance 
that it will be surprising if Mr. de Valera 
himself does not attend the Senate to 
defend the Government’s policy. 


ELECTION FINANCE. 


The idea that the Government may de- 
clare a general election continues to be 
actively canvassed in political circles. A 
large body of Mr. de Valera’s followers 
certainly are keen on a general election ; 
for they believe that in present circum- 
stances Mr. de Valera would secure another 
victory. The question of finance, however, 
cannot be ignored, las = re is 

repured to pay full regard to it. 

. When the Dounnittes “mh of the Land 
Bill is discussed in the Senate next week

To add at the end of Section 29 a new 
sub-section (8) as follows :—‘‘ In any case in 
which the Land Commission provides the 
tenant or proprietor of a holding with a new 
holding under the provisions of this Act, the 
Land Commission shall pay such full com 
ensation to such tenant or proprietor for all 
oss which is the direct result of his transfer 
to the new holding, and shall also pay to such 
tenant or proprietor the actual cost of the 
removal, by such tenant or proprietor, of him- 
self and his family and household and of 
his stock, farm implements and furniture to 
the new holding.”’ 


NEW PRINCIPLE. 


The first amendment is framed so as to 
secure that a farmer who has met his 
obligations to the Land Commission is 
relieved to the same extent as those who 
have fallen into arrears, and no more. 

In the second a new principle is intro- 
duced which becomes necessary by reason 
of the fact that the legislation contem- 
plates the compulsory disturbance in their 
holdings of men who have occupied them 
for generations. 

Notwithstanding the fact that they are 
to be provided with holdings of equal 
value, such men must inevitably suffer 
loss in the process of setting up elsewhere 
among new and possibly unsympathetic 
neighbours, and under different conditions 
as regards the cultivation of the soil, No 
adequate compensation can be given .in 
exchange for the compulsory acquisition 
of a farmer's holding, but this amendment 
is calculated to reduce the actual financial 
loss. It remains to be seen whether either 
proposal will be acceptable to the Govern- 
ment.

REASONS REQUIRED. 


In connection with the Garda Siochana 
Bill—the measure which was originally 
introduced to give the Government power

The bill being certified as a money bill, 
it is not in the power of the Senate to 
amend it in any way, but the Standing 
Orders give that House the right to make 
‘ recommendations.” 

In the Dail an amendment was inserted 
giving complete discretion to the Minister 
for Justice in the granting of a pension 
to a commissioner removed from office. 
Senator Johnson’s “ recommendation ” 
takes the form of amendment to Section 2 
of the bill, and is in the following 
terms :— 

“ The Executive Council may at any 
time by order revoke or suspend for such 
time as they think proper for reasons 
stated in such order any pension granted 
under this Act, but no such pension shall 
be so revoked or suspended unless and 
until the reasons for such proposed re- 
vocation have been communicated in 
writing to the person in receipt of the 
pension and such person has been given a 
reasohable opportunity of making to the 
| Executive Council such explanation, 
answer, or other case as he may think 
proper in relation to such proposed revo- 
cation or the reasons therefor, and every 
order made by the Executive Council 
under this section shall be published in 
the Iris Oifigiúil as soon as may be after 
it is made,’’ 

The Executive Council, when it dis- 
missed General O'Duffy, did not put its 
reasons on paper. Senator Johnson, 
judging from this ne wsub-section, desires 
to ensure t'at the Government, if it 
should ever wish to withhold a pension 
from General O’Duffy, will give explicit 
reasons for its decision.

President de Valera said that the policy 
which the Government was putting into 
operation was the policy for which they had 
got a mandate from the people twice within 
eighteen months. It was not a new policy, 
but the policy of the years 1917 to 1921. 
That policy had a political side, social side 
and economic side—a policy by which the 
people would have complete control of their 
own affairs without interference from out- 
side. They wanted to retain their distinc- 
tive nationality—they did not want to be 
West Britons, but truly Irish. Fianna 
Fafl was started, and endeavoured to re- 
unite the Irish people. Its object vas to 
unite the whole people in pursuit of its 
objective, and to march along the right 
road. They all knew that they could not 
reach their objectives without a certain 
amount of labour, fatigue, and even a 
certain amount of distress. No great 
achievement was ever made without 
sacrifice. Because difficulties were in their 
path, were they for one moment to be dis- 
heartened? They were not disheartened. 
They were only a year in office, and their 
opponents were going around trying to 
break down the moral of the people, but 
they had failed, and at the last election 
Fianna Fail got a majority over all other 
parties, and only for proportional represen- 
tation there would not be half a dozen 
members on the Opposition benches. Their 
opponents were preaching defeat and 
despair. 

“ We,” said Mr. de Valera, “ are win 
ning all along the line.”’ 


ELECTION RUMOURS. 


Referring to rumours of a general 
election, Mr. de Valera said that there 
was no truth in that rumour, and there 
was no necessity for an election, and the 
Government would remain in office for 


the matter, and that there should be this 
definite attempt to rake up again the 
embers of the civil war. Unfortunately, 
for ten years they were bitterly divided. 
One of the fundamental points in the pro- 
gramme of Fianna Fail was to bring the 
people together and to. obliterate the 
memory of past dissensions. The enemies 
of the country to-day were not concealing 
their delight because they thought that 
there was the prospect of further bloodshed 
and trouble in the country. Look at the 
newspapers .coming from across the water 
gloating over the prospects. He did not 
believe for a moment that anything like 
that was going to happen. The people 
were too wise to be led into that path. 


GOVERNMENT’S DUTY. 


It was, however, the plain duty of the 
Government to prevent these conflicts and 
this menace developing, and he was sure 
that the body would get no helping hand 
from the young people that it was hoping 
to attract by a bright uniform. 

All sections were entitled to go to the 
people and look for their support, and, if 
they were elected in a majority, no matter 
what their policy was, they would have 
all the forces of the State behind them to 
put them into power.

SUCCESSFUL PARADES. 


It is reported that at about a quarter to 
eight o'clock yesterday morning 75 ‘* Blue 
Shirts ” of the National Guard assembled 
near Nenagh, where a parade was held. 
The Director-General’s message was read 
to the men of the Nenagh branch, men 
from Youghalarra, Dolla, and Silvermines 
and Kilruane were also present.

This, however, was far from 
being the case. In a secluded spot on the 
outskirts of the town four hundred “: Blue 
Shirts ” paraded at four o'clock, The time 
and place of the parade had been kept’ a 
closely guarded secret, and the members of 
the National Guard had received the 
dismiss for upwards of two hours before 
any indication of the assembly leaked out. 
A message from General O’Duffy was read 
to the members, who bore a smart and well- 
trained appearance. 

Our Clonmel Correspondent stated last 


the National Guard, arranged for yester- 
day, was understood to have been cancelled. 


DEMONSTRATION AT 
KILKENNY. 

About 100 members of the National 
Guard, most of whom wore blue shirts, 
participated in the parade held in Kil- 
kenny’ on Sunday afternoon. The party, 
which was in charge of Captain P. Quinn, 
Gowran Divisional Director, assembled a 
short distance outside the city. A two 
minutes’ silence was observed, and subse- 
quently a message from General O'Duffy 
was read by the divisional secretary, Mr. 
R. De Loughrey. 

The company then marched through the 
streets of the city headed by a colour party 
bearing the Tricolour and the flag of the 
National Guard. Some of those who parti- 
cipated in the march pushed bicycles, and 


some carried sticks. The procession at- 
tracted very little attention, being 
witnessed by groups of people here and 
there in the streets. 

Chief Superintendent J. Murphy and 
members of the Civic Guard in uniform 
and plain clothes were present, but there 
was no disturbance of any. kind. 

After the parade isolated parties of the 
National Guard marched through the city, 
some to the headquarters at Parliament 
street. The parties were hissed and boohed, 
and there were occasional shouts of “ Up 
de Valera.” Everything, however, passed 
off without disturbance.

6¢ TF any disturbances arise, I hope the 
people will leave it to the organised 
forces of the Government and not start 
faction fighting or beating up particular in- 
dividuals,” said Mr. F. Aiken, Minister for 
Defence, speaking at an Aeridheacht at Tulla- 
more to-day. 
“ We have for years objected,” he said, 
“to people crushing expressions of. opinion, 
and I trast we shall show we are not going 
to hit everybody over the head who disagrees 
with us. You have a few gentlemen at the 
moment who, nine or ten years ago, said that 
they were fighting a war, here In order that 
the will of the peoplé might prevail.’ There 
was one gentleman in particular. who “said 
that he was out for the will!of the people. 
Once the people showed that they did not 
want him any longer as their political repre- 
sentative he set out to defeat the wishes of 
the people by breaking up the Government 
selected by the people and substituting for 
them a government selected by himself. 


TO CONTROL DISORDER. 


“The. Government has at its command 
forces adequate to comtrol any disorderly force 
that arises in this country. One of the worst 
things that can happen would be that any 


themselves Fianna. Fail or anything else, 
should take the law into their own hands. 
The British are waiting from day to day to 
see our people broken up by faction fighting

Mr. Aiken announced at the beginning of 
his speach that the Government intended

We are going to see that 
there will be produced the foodstuffs which 
the country requires, and we are prepared to 
give the producers a deceut price for their 
produce.”’ 

The Minister admitted that nobody could 
guarantee the same price for wheat as Eng- 
land or Germany would give for their cattle 
to-morrow, or even a year hence, but they 
could- guarantee a decent prieé, and if they 
could produce wheat it would not matter if 
the cattle. trade disappeared altogether. 

' “The real patriot,’ he said; “is not the 
man who shouts loudest about his love for 
Ireland, but the man who handles a plough 
and produces what the people require; the 
man whe produces in: the factory a sub- 
stitute fur what we have been importing ; the 
man who burns turf, instead of British or 
German coal; the man whe plants another 
fei tree or produces: wheat.’’

WHEAT POLICY, 


Speaking of the wheat policy, Mr. Aiken 
said that they had increased’ the acreage 
under wheat already from 20,000 to 60,000, 
and next ver they hoped to. in- 
crease 1t to 300,000. An acre of wheat would 
keep an average family for eighteen months, 
and there was no reason why every farmer 
should net grow enough wheat to»keep his 
own family. The Government, by means of 
the Land Bill, hoped to see that in a few 
years there would be no unutilised ranch 
lands in the country, 

“Any man who produces the food the 
country wants will be absolutely secure in 
his holding,” said the Minister, “ but any 


sub-lets it or runs five hundred atres with 
one man and a dog will have to change his 
methods or get out and let someone in who 
will work if.”

HE. three-cornered: wrestle between the 
z big industrial and labour interests 
concerned and the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, -was. ended. in .the signing by the 
President of codes governing conditions 
in the oil and lumber industries, and of 
an Executive order. eodifying the steel in- 
dustry for a trial period of three months. 
The oil industrialists, who are dis. 
satisfied with the price fixing provisions 
in the oil code, promised General Johnson, 
the Industrial Reeovery Administrator, 
that they would comply on patriotic 
rather than on legal grounds. _— 
Owing to the persistent reservatitns and 
objections made, the President has agreed 
to appoint :. committee representative of 


‘the oil industry to suggest modifications 


in. the code, the oil men meanwhile agree- 
ing to abide by his recommendations. 
The steel code, which reflects. an agree- 
ment finally reached at a meeting between 
General. Johnson. and‘ the steel industry 
leaders, provides for a 40 hours week 
averaged over a three months’ period. 
There will be an eight hours’ day for all 
regular employés after November Ist, 
1933, or as soon after that date as pro- 
duction reaches 60 per cent. of capacity. 


WORKERS’ UNION. 


The agreement cites increases in wages 
estimated at 15 per cent. which have been 
made since July Ist, and also the opinion 
of the steel companies that the minimum 
wages of the fixed code will exceed an 
average of 40 cents per hour. 

Provision is made for three representa- 
tives of the National Administration to 
secur> full information, with access to the 
necessary records, in order to ensure that 
the provisions of the law are fully com- 
plied with. 

On the question of trade unions, the 
agreement merely cites a section of the 
law guaranteeing employés the right to 
organise in any manner they choose with- 
out restraint. 

General Johnson to-day said that the 
most significant feature of the steel code 
was the eight hours day and an eventual 
thirty-five hours week. 

The lumber code, which has also now 
been signed, controls production and 
forbids prices below production cost. 

Only the coal industry of the three 
major industries is now holding out. There 
are still disagreements among the interests 
concerned, even appeals to patriotism 
having so far been made in vain. 

The code for the motor industry is also 
pending. According to one report Mr. 
Henry Ford is preparing a code of his own, 
which he will produce dramatically at his 
own chosen time. 

The company union question is the chief 
stumbling-block in the coal deadlock, and 
to overcome it the National Recovery 
Administration may have to invoke 
licensing powers and risk an appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

It is estimated that 14,000,000 workers, 
representing about one-third of the 
nation’s employés, will now be working 
under codes, 

The Administration is projecting a three 
months’ trial of such codes as those govern- 
ing the steel and oil industries, and 
appears to be definitely embarked upon a 
price-fixing policy. 

Owing to the increased cost of produc- 
tion consequent on the code now in force 
and to the processing tax, the cotton 
textile industry has been compelled to in- 
crease prices to an extent which, it is 


suggested; imperils consumption, and. mai, 
possibly lead to the closing of mills and 


the throwing of a number-of workers into 
idleness.

WAR STILL CLAIMS 
VICTIMS. 
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MORE i EX-SERVICE MEN 
LOSE THEIR SIGHT. 


It will come as a surprise to many people 
to learn that even now—nearly fifteen years 
after the end of the War—ex-soldiers are 
going blind through war injuries. 

At the close of hostilities there were about 

1,500 men from Great Britain and other parts 
of the Empire who had lost their sight while 
on active service. Since then 500 more ex- 
Service men have become blind through the 
effects of gun-shot or shrapnel wounds or gas 
poisonmg or other injury. Cases are on 
record of soldiers having apparently com- 
pletely recovered after being in a gas attack ; 
yet years later the gas has brought on blind- 
ness. 
One man who served in Egypt and returned 
home to civil life on his discharge from. the 
Army recently became totally blind as a result 
of mastoids. On demobilisation he was 
stated to be physically fit. St: Dunstan’s, 
whose aid he sought in his afflication, applied 
to the Ministry of Pensions on his behalf for 
a pension. The application was refused on 
the ground that his blindness was not due to 
War service. Further investigation, however, 
revealed that while serving in Egypt the man 
contracted dysentery, and medical examina- 
tion showed *that the blindness was directly 
traceable to it. The Ministry of Pensions 
afterwards granted the application. 

During one comparatively recent period 31 
blinded soldiers died, but 33 new cases of ex- 
Service men having become blind since 1918 
were forthcoming. In every instance their 
sight had at length failed as a result of War 
service. It is feared that this may go on for 
years, for in 1918 and later over 30,000 men 
were discharged from the Forces suffering 
from partial loss of sight.
